for the 


sole purpose of becoming 
the deposi- 


tory of the county 
funds. 
But why 


start in so low down the list ? 
There 


are any number of banks 
who would 


be too happy 
to take charge 
of the 


national funds and the money in the 
State Treasury might be deposited and 
lost in the same way. 
Reform 
such 


as doing away with County Treasurers 
willmaterially assist in the worn of 
robbing the people. 


Cheap Fuel. 


Some experiments were 
made with 


a Wilcox Lifter at the Race Grounds 
yesterday 
afternoon, 
an account 
of 


which will be of interest 
to a large 


proportion of the residents of this val- 
ley. 
The object of the experiments 


was to ascertain 
the cost of supplying 


the race track with an abundance 
of 


water. 
The lifter was one of three 


thousand 
gallons 
per hour capacity, 


and the fuel used 
was 
the common 


coarse brea, which is delivered in the 
city at four dollars per ton. 
In one 


hour and forty minutes five thousand 
gallons of water were raised 
seventy- 


one feet. 
To run 
the lifter while it 


performed this work one hundred and 
forty pounds 
of brea 
was consumed, 


costing twenty-eight cents. 
This trial 


shows 
that with the Wilcox Lifter 


one thousand 
gallons of water may be 


raised seventy-one feet at a fuel cost of 
less 
than six cents. 
Some 
months 


ago the Herald 
claimed 
that this 


lifter, with brea fuel, was by far the 
cheapest 
and best 
method 
by which 


our farmers 
could irrigate their land. 


The trial yesterday 
demonstrates 
the 


correctness 
of our position. 
Brea in 


exhaust less quantities is found in dif- 
ferent parts of this valley, and with 
the proper furnaces for burning, it be- 
comes the cheapest 
and most econom- 


ical fuel for raising water that can be 
bad. 
The results we have given above 


were obtained by a fair trial, and the 
facts were furnished 
the Herald by 


Mr. Burns, Secretary ofthe Agricul- 
tural Society, who was 
present 
and 


assisted in making the experiments.

to

repose.

of Toots?that 
whether 


governed 
by King, Kaiser, 
or Presi- 


dent, the world is destined to tbe same 
budget of weal and 
woe?forgetting,

Dhu, from every hamlet,

the very ground, in such num-

With a country 


fronting upon the two great 
oceans, 


embracing 
every 
climate 
from 
the 


torrid to the frigid zone, abounding 
in 


the element* of every wealth that con- 
tributes to the comfort and happiness 
of man, with an 
industrious, intelli- 


gent and 
energetic people 
to develop 


them, and, until recently, occupying a 
front rank 
among the nations of the 


earth; with sound credit; a mercan- 
tile marine 
that whitened 
every sea 


with its sails and a formidable 
navy 


to 
protect 
It, 
and 
with 
an 


industrious, 
prosperous 
and 
con- 


tented 
people. 
And 
what 
are 


we to-day? 
A divided people;

rights.

quentty we see in Texas Jack Hamilton wm 
elected 
Governor 
by 
something 
like 
13,1)00 


majority, lie being a very "loyul" man; but a 
favorite of Andy Johnson 
did not 
please 


Grunt, und there was enough Hupii|ton votes 
thrown out to elect 
Devla, who was Grant's 
favorite; and Orunt's bayonets 
sustained 
Pa- 
vis in the Gubernatorial chair. 
And In Lou- 
isiana we see 
the same 
things enacted, 
and 
enough votes throo-n out In every election to 
sustain 
Graft's 
favorites 
in 
office. 
The 
American 
people acquiesce 
lp these proceed- 
ings, and when tho ekotion for President 
in 


Ih7o takes plane, the same 
election 
laws will 
govern the North us now govrn the South; 
and 
if Grant 
is In the minority they 
will 


throw out i emucriitic 
states 
enough to con- 
tinue hlin iv offlee. And what will ihe people 
do 7 The Republicans 
will uphold h.m; the 
. ourts are creatures 
of his own and will up- 
land him; and if he has a right t» do it iv the 
sta'eol 
Louisiana, 
he has i\ fight to do it in 
New York, J'o.iiisylvanla or any other State. 
Will i he North undertake 
to vindicate tlie 
sovereignly of their States ? 
This would be a 
Strang* proceeding 
indeed. 
Tho late war was 
for tlie purpose 
of destroying the sovereignty 
of the States, and 
when General Lee surren- 
dered, that sealed 
tlie doom of the American 
Republic 
His surrender 
vas a surrender 
of 
the sovereignty of the states; Itwas a surren- 
der or the riiitit of a 
Slate 
to defend 
itself 
against 
an armed 
invasion by the Federal 
Government. 
Well, if the southern 
States 
have no longer a right to defend 
themselves, 
if Qra|H sends 
an 
army in tho North to dis- 
solve tiielr legislatures, 
can they ci .im the 
right, after having fought so long and so hard 
to deprive 
the Southern 
states 
of such a 
rlghi? 
After having 
admitted 
the Stateof 
Georgia luio tho Union in oidert* have her 
ratify the Fourteenth 
Amendment, they then 
threw "Ut her electoral 
vote for President; 
and when they throw out three or lour Demo- 
cratic States ou the ground offraud, 
Intimi- 
dation or other pretext, the people will begin 
to think what they liuve been 
doing. 
But, 
my poor countrymen, 
the chains are around 
you and they are locked. 
Many a nation has 
t<een in the same predicament 
we are in, and 
many a nation 
has lost their liberties 
years 
belore 
they knew It; and Ifthe 
Ameiioan 
people drsire to know whether they have lost 
their liberties or not, let them attempt to ex- 
ercise 
any former Constitutional right, con- 
trary to wi.-hes of the Federal head, and they 
willsoon tind out. 
In the Territory of Utah a 
soldier was committed to prison forsome vio- 
lation of the civil aw; he was tried by the 
court and sentenced 
by tlie court. 
The officer 
commanding 
the Federal troops sent a file of 
sbldlefs, who broke'down the jail and releas- 
ed the prisoner. 
The American people acqui- 
esced in that outrage upon tlie civil authority 
because 
it wa« in Utah- 
The ovarthrowers of 
our Government are very tuneful to set such 
precedents 
in the Southern 
States 
and In 
Utah, because 
tliey know lhe prejudices of 
the people willprevent them from condemn- 
ing the act; but il they are Justified in doing 
such things lvUtah. Ibey aie also Justifiable 
In 
doing 
the 
same 
things 
in 
any 
of 
the 
Northern 
States, 
and 
If 
the 
States 
have 
no 
longer 
any right 
to 
use 
force against the force of the Federal Govern- 
ment, of course our Republic Is destroyed 
and 
our Government is a despotism, and who can 
prevent 
Grant from 
retaining 
bis offlee for 
life} He suspends 
the 
habeas 
corpus in Aye 


counties 
in south Carolina, 
and 
the people 
sustain him, and 
they would sustain him if 
he would suspend 
it in the whole State, and 
ifthey sustain him in suspending 
the habeas 
corpus 
iv the State of South Carolina they 
will sustain 
him if he suspends 
ii in any 
Northern States, and iflie can do such things 
ilIs a difficultmatter to decide where his au- 
thority ends 
or in what our Constitutional 
liberties 
consist. 
We think we are safe lv 
saying that Grant will he his own successor, 
not only for a third term, but a fourth 
term 
and a fifth one too Ifhe desires it.
